Dublin coach-maker=—a man of con- 
siderable parts—who helped to or- 
ganise the Society of United, Irish- 
men, whereof the Dublin branch had 
for secretary James Napper Tandy, 
familiar to lovers of that most 
charmingly plaintive melody (bor- 
rowed from Scotland) known as “The 
Wearin’ o the Green.” Both Tandy 
and Tone had fled to America, whence 
they ‘made their way to France, 
where Tone—who, by the way, like 
Parnell was of English descent and 
a Protestant, and also, like him, in. 

ired with a most furious hatred of 
the English name—where Tone, I say, 
at last succeeded in ripening the re- 
solve of the French Government to 
equip an expedition under Gen. Hoche 
for the separation of Ireland from the 
Kingdom of Great Britain, and its 
conversion into a. republic which 
should .be the ally of Bonaparte 
against the English, who were then 
regarded by the French, as they are 
now in turn described by the Ger- 
mans, as incarnate “ enemies of the 
human race.” ; 


A Disastrous Failure. 
This expedition of Hoche, which as- 
sembled at Brest, cofisisting of about 
15,000 men of all arms, was to be car- 
ried over to Ireland in eight trans- 
ports escorted by 48 ships of war—in- 
cluding 17 sail of the line—Hoche’s 
second in command -being that 
| famous Gen. Grouchy, who, as he was 
| afterwards to queer Napoleon’s pitch 
at Waterloo by failing to find and 
fight old Blücher on his retreat from 
Ligny to Wavre, was also doomed to 
put a spoke in the wheel of Irish in- 
vasion at Bantry Bay. ‘The wonder 
was that such ‘a formidable flotilla 
should have been able to elude our 
| own war-vessels cruising off the coast 
| of Brittany; but as a matter of fact 
the French squadron did not run the 
slightest danger from our “ bulldogs 
of the brine,” owing to the “ fog of 
war” then poranmy though such 
a thing would be ‘mpossible in these 
days of wireless, aeroplanes, airships, 
and other instruments df our “ Intel- 
ligence Department.” In the same 
foggy and foul weather—the month 
was Deeember—Hoche and his stait 
in the Admiral’s flagship got separ- 
ated from the rest of the armada, 
which, thongh about a half of it suc- 
ceeded in making. Bantry Bay, was 
| unable tc effect a ianding. One day 
Tone was so near his mother earth 
that he could almost have thrown a 
biscuit ashore, and yet, owing to 
various contrary causes, the expedi- 
tion all went to the devil, and had 
to make its way back to Brest as best 
it could, in shreds and patches. Tone 
could only gnash his teeth and 
mutter, “ Well, England has not had 
gash an escape since the Spanish Ar- 
mada. ?

Navy Notes 


By “THE MAN BEHIND THE GUN.” 


Things move apacə in 
these stirring days, and 
= old workers in

when they learn of thé 
progressive suggestions 
now Jpeing gravely put 
forward by the leaders of 
the lower deck societies 
in the interests of their 
members. It seéms not 
long since, as human 
memories ‘go, when the 
action of a ey: gunner 
who, ‘single - handed, 
started a journal which 
was published monthly 
to ventilate the disa- 
bilites and claims of the 
naval warrant officers 
was considered, as in- 
CaP deed it was, an act of ex- 
treme audacity, and had some of the old- 
fashioned officers who then governed the 
Navy had their way that bold young Officer 
would promptly have been squashed by 
sentence of court-martial. Saner counsels 
prevailed, the “ Naval Warrant Officers 
Journal,” established in 1888, still 
exists, and the safety yalve it affords has 
probably saved the senior. service from 
many scandals, ‘Phe example thus set 
has been followed by other classes "of 
Officers and men and it appears that he- 
fore long the leeway necessary to bring 
the Navy into line with the national pro- 
ress of contemporary human life will 
e made up, as these other classes bring 
their brains and influence to bear upon 
the problem. 


New Claims. 

As am example, the new suggestions to 
be put forward by the combined lower 
deck societies include the claim for very 
much extended educational advantages 
and a larger and better distributed per- 
sonnel in the schoolmaster grades. lt is 


claimed that the senior service is not. 


keeping pace either with educational 
matters in the world generally, nor in- 
deed with the rapid scientific develop- 
ment of the sea service itself. Without 
any labouring of the point that is a logi 
cal statement impossible to deny. _ Uf 
course, there always has been a school of 
nayal officers whose aim has been to 
keep the men of the lower deck with as 
little education as possible. As an apt 
illustration, take the subject of naviga- 
tion, which a century ago was only 
studied and practised by the warrant 
officers, viz., masters, their assistants, 
and the gunners. The latter were offi- 
cially instructed in this subject until 
1876, and then for their own reasons the 
RONAL stopped the system. Short!y 
afterwards, when the question of promo- 
tion of these oMcers was raised in the 
House of Commons officialdom objected 
on the ground of their lack of education, 
particularly in the subject of navigation. 
Immediately a considerable number com- 
‘mencod to qualify in navigation by pass- 
ing Board of Trade examination, science 
and art examinations, etc., and later, 
with the backing. of a Commander-in- 
Chief, won the unwilling permission for 
a limited number to study and be ex- 
amined in that important subject. It 
has, however, always been. done in a 
perfunctory and half-hearted way, and 
as little encouragement as possible has 
been given to it. Now comes the lower 
deck and requests much greater things in 
the way of education in. professional 
matters, and we prophesy the lower deck 
will win. 


Girect Representation, 
_ The most startling request to be made 
is, however, that the lower deck societies 
should be recognised by the Admiralty in 
the same manner as are the associations 
of other government employees in the 
dockyards and arsenals, o the hide- 
bound disciplinarian and martinet, the 
suggestion will come as pure treaton. To 
men who view affairs in true perspective 
it will-be seen that the claim is not 
only” sénsible.and logical, buf that its 
concession is inevitable: Human pro- 
gress since the ddys of naval government 

y the cat has been continuous and con- 
tinually increasing in pace, The men who 
now fill the lower grades of. the’ naval 
service have proved that there are very 
‘many amongst them fully capable of step- 
ping straight on to the quarter deck and 
holding their own with the classes which 
have for a century monopolised that posi- 
tion.

Diddling Overseas Non-Com. 


The officers’ cadet bat- 
talions are among the 
happiest ideas of the 
war, but they would not 
be British, or, in other 
words, they would be 
undef a War Office other 
than ours, if they were 
not the home of a rich 
anomaly or two. There 
is one in connection 
with the appointment of 
staffs, and another was 
created by A.C.I. 272 of 
1917. This latter, in a 
word, gives a position of 
superiority in the batta- 
lions to the home: ser- 
vice W.O.s and N.C.O.s 
—and this in spite of 
the fact that active ser- 
vice overseas is supposed 
to be one of the prime 
qualifications for ap- 
pointment to an O.C.B.! 
ut the War Office was 
always Hibernian in its wisdom. Th 
A.C.I. in question permits W.O.s an 
N.C.O.s appointed to officer cadet units 
from the home establishment to draw 
the pay and allowances of any acting 
rank they may hold; but a W.O. or non- 
com. appointed to such a unit from the 
firing-line, and presemaaiy because he 
has proved in the firing-line his worth 
under the severest test that could be 
imposed to hold his acting-rank, has to 
drop the latter before leaving the front 
and is allowed only the pay and allow: 
ances of his permanent rank while with 
the cadet unit. This is not only galling 
to his pride, but it hits him severely 
in the pocket, So much so that the 
married man might be excused for hesi- 
tating before committing himself to a 
course that will mean for 4 months an 
Trishman’s rise. 
seas man has held acting-rank in the 
field for a period longer than the whole 
of the Army service of the Home Estab- 
lishment acting-rank tô whom the 
former has to ‘“‘ bob down.” Truly the 
late’ Sir W. S. Gilbert did not exhaust 
the possibilities of comic opera.

Qld soldiers never die. “They simply 
fade away,” as the song says. Perhaps 
that is because the War Office makes 
them a present of so many grievances. 
A good grievance, like an annuity, is a 
gom incentive to longevity. Seriously, 
here is no doubt of the sense of in- 
justice kindled among the older 
“Kitchener non-coms.” by recent 
enactments. When they rejoined they 
drew their pensions, but they were cut 
off from all increases in them, no matter 
how long they might serve or how high 
they might rise in rank, Because they 
rejoined voluntarily after the outbreak 
of war (and were thus not serving on 
that magic dete, 4/8/1914) they were đe- 
prived of all right to bounty. Because 
they were too old, or were considered 
too useful at home as instructors, they 
lad no opportunity to earn either the 

ons medal or the red chevron. Jn 
numerous cases they were summarily 
reduced on the curtailment of home 
establishments, The latest grievance of 
those who have been discharged is their 
liability to recall under the Man Power 
Bill (if fit and under 51), minus the war 
bounty, because they are over 41. That 
is an injustice that cries to heaven, and 
Col.. Ashley, M.P., deserves credit for 
ventilating that grievance in the House. 
It is to be hoped that “ Comrades” will 
not let the matter rest. A distinguish- 
ing badge for thè home service veterans 
who have no blue chevrons to show for 
3h years’ war service is also long over- 
ue,

THE PRISONER SCANDAL, 


We sincerely trust the British 
Government will act with prompti- 
tude and firmness in the matter of 
our prisoners in German hands. 
The stories of the inhuman cruelty 
meted out to our brave fellows who 
have been so unfortunate as to fall 


9-linto the hands of the Huns have 


roused the most bitter indignation 
and resentment throughout the 
country, and unless something is 
done quickly to alleviate their lot 
or to effect an equitable exchange 
there will be trouble. It is useless 
to appeal to any sense of chivalry 
or humanity in Germany ; the Ger- 
mans are just brute beasts, desti- 
tute of all decency. But our Gov- 
ernment has the means, if it will 
use them, of extorting something in 
the nature of justice even from the 
barbarians, If France could find 
means of coming to terms with re- 
ference to an exchange of prisoners 
there is no apparent reason why we 
cannot do the same. All remon- 
strances haye been in vain; we 
must cease to protest; we must 
adopt more vigorous methods. We 
are told now that the Government 


is considering the matter, and hopes 


to make an announcement in a few 
days; but surely it is very late in 
the day to be “ considering.” Days 
are years in the lives of men suffer- 
ing unheard of horrors, and if we 
go on considering much longer there 
will be few prisoners left to con- 
sider about. What is absolutely 
necessary is strong, resolute action: 
it has served France well, and it 
will serve us. -While our men are 
tortured to death in Germany we 
go on coddling the Huns who are 
in our hands, feeding and housing 
them well, transporting them in 
comfortable trains, even displacing 
our own citizens for the purpose. 
Is it imagined that examples of 
kindness will touch the hearts. of 
our enemies? They simply laugh 
at us, treat our humanity with con- 
tempt and redouble their own 
eruelty. All this must be changed. 
Our’ advice to the people of this 
country who have husbands, bro- 
thets, sons captives in Germany is 
to bring all the pressure they can 
to bear on the Government with a 
view to forcing the pace. The ulti- 
mate remedy for this crying scandal 
is in the hands of the public, and 
there should be no hesitation about 
exercising the popular power. `

FIRE BRIGADE INVENTIONS, 

Two valuable devices for use on 
motor fire engiifes have been invented 
by Mr. -J.. Drury, superintendent of 
the Kingston Fire Brigade—a gas 
self-starter and an air heater for low- 
grade petrol. In the self-starter the 
gear is worked à i 
pnie in front of the driver, and a 

alf turn sets the engines throbbing. 
In some brigades’.the “engines are 
kept warm by running them at inter- 
vals when not in use, but’ Mr. Drury 
has devised a method of heating the 
air before it passes into the carburet- 
ter, and the engines are fed with a 
well-yaporised mixture of air and 
petrol. A saving of 33 per cent. of 
petrol was effected last winter on the 
old method.

For that it will be necessary 
to utilise officers, under-officers, and 
soldiers- who appear to be most 
e or You must then advise im. 
mediately by telephone the chief of 
the Information Bureau of the divi- 
sion of every contact with the enemy.

Only the chief of the Information 
Bureau will have the right to direct 
the conyerśations naaa me SS the in- 
structions he has received.

: A Daily Report. ` 
Every evening, at 8 o clock; the com- 
pany commander ,must transmit 
irectly to the information officer a 
report of the propaganda accom:

-tions: (a), Has the enemy picked up 
our newspapers and proclamations; 
have you endeavoured to enter into 
relations with the enemy; (c) wit 
whom have you had contact—officers, 
under officers, soldiers; (d) where and 
when were our newspapers. and pro- 
clamations thrown into the enemy’s 
trenches; (e) all other information of 
the enemy’s conduct.

How the war is affecting the various 
friendly societies was shown at the 
conferences held in different parts 
of the country at Whitsun. There 
has naturally: beea a heavy. drain 
on their financial resources, while 
thousands of members have made 
the supreme sacrifice. 

Among the many interesting matters 
discussed were Parliamentary re, 

resentation, the food problem, the 

inistry of Health, National Insur- 
ance, -help for discharged and 
blinded soldiers and sailors, and the 
position of Germans after the war. 


WHITSUN CONFERENCES. 
Hearts of Oak. 


Mr. Geo. Dew, J.P., L.C.C., was unanim- 


Oak Benefit Society at the annual con- 
ference. In his presidential.address Mr. 
Dew déplored the loss of 3,245 additional 
members who had laid down their lives 
for their country, making a total 15,199. 
A total of 11,604 men and women had been 
enrolled, and no fewer than 11,775 boys 
and 866 girls had been admitted to the 
junior section.

During the 
ear £660,000 had been paid out in bene- 
fits. There were 53,530 members on ac- 
tive service who did not contribute to 
the management expenses.
